EASED BY TUNISIA

Bourgiba Relents in Fight 
on Month of Feast and Fast

TUNIS—The Government_ of 
Tunisia hes stopped fighting 
Ramadan, Its campaign against 
the month-long religious * ob- 
servance is what is believed 
to be the only effort in the 
Moslem world to do away with 
centuries of religious and social 
tradition in the interest of 
economic development. 

Tunisians and all others who 
proclaim Allah as_ their 
and Mohammed as his prapt 
devote the lunar month of 

to a combination of 
abstinence and penitence dur- 
ing the day and feasting and 
merrymaking at night. : 

The result of that contrast in 
living is an_ efficiency expert 
nightmare. It means that for a 
month not much work will get 
done. For years President Habib 
Bourgiba, obsessed by .his de- 

* to build a modern secular 
state.and to pull Tunisia out 
of her underdevelopment, in- 
veighed against Ramadan, just 
an he tried to fptriumt’ Moslem 
women to move imi the 20th 
Century by getting rid of the 
veil. 

He has been more successful 
with the veil, particularly 
among younger women. But 
after keeping Government of- 
ficials on regular working 
schedules, Ramadan or not, he 
is doing this year what other 
employers do in Moslem coun- 
tries—having their employes 
work straight through to about 
2:30 or 3 P.M .and then letting 
them off for the rest of the 
day. 

As recently as last year, the 
President issued a strong con- 
demnation that, from what 
could been seen in the streets, 
cafes and homes of Tunis, had 
little effect. 


‘A Veritable Catastrophe’ 
“The period of fasting as- 


sumes each year, alas, for the - 


state, the appearance of 2 
veritable catastrophe because 
of those who have made a tra- 
vesty of this month of peni- 
tence -and of montification” he 
said in a speech in October, 
1970. “During the period of 
decadence, from which we have 
inherited bad habits, Ramadan 
became the occasion for an 
orgy of eating. One caught up 
copiously at night on the priva- 
tion undergone during the 
day’s fasting.” 


- First Definitive Pro 
and the Baghdad Minist: 


He remarked that consump- 
tion of meat rose by 
during Ramadan and 
nightly fun-making caused a 
serious drop in output. 

“The countries of Islam have 
a pressing need to get out of 
their underdevelopment and to 
rejoin the ranks of civilized 
nations,” he said, adding: “It is 
painful that while other coun- 
tries are taking giant steps on 
the path of progress and 
science, we, the Maslem peo- 
ples, continue to stick fanatic- 
ally to the luxury of over- 
abundant cooking that the 
month of Ramadan only ag- 
gravates.” 

Government officials _ac- 
knowledge that while Mr. 
Bourguiba is a much revered 
figure, he is not being followed 
on the Ramadan question and 
might even have lost popular~ 
ity over it. Younger Tunisians 
who were prone to obey him 
ran afoul of their parents and 
grandparents, for whom Mos- 
Tem tradition is sacred. , 

One result is that although 
the Government /has  surren- 
dered, there exists consider- 
ably more tolerance in Tunisia 
toward those who violate the 
religious rules than in many 
other Moslem countries. In 
principle, one must not drink, 
eat, smoke, wash or engage in 
any pleasurable pursuits from 
sunup to sundown, but no one 
here will be arrested or berated 
for impious behavior if he does 
indulge. 

Violators Are Furtive 

Stil, as-if they feel guilty, 
there is a kind of furtivencss 
about those who refuse to fol- 
low the religious rules. 

Tunisians are so used to sit- 
ting at cafe tables a large part 
of the day, because they have 
nothing better to do, that they 
continue to sit there although 
they do not order. The table 
tops ate empty, at least on the 
sidewalk terraces; as one goes 
toward the back one sees more 
and more cigarettes {it and 
more and more coffee cups and 
bottles. 

Toward sundown the streets| 
empty as everyone makes a 
beeline for home and food. At 
night the cafes are jammed. 
once again now with card and’ 
domino players, and the streets 
are lined With venders of 
pastry and candy. In the popu- 
lous quarters there is a nightly 
carnival, with special shows. 

The authorities try to impose 
limits by closing everything at 
midnight, so people adjourn to 
their homes for more festivity. 
Often there will be some last 
desperate eating. Just before 
the sun comes up to start the 
fast.

Tired looks and short tem- 
pers characterize a large part 
of the population toward early 
afternoon. Children start ob- 
serving Ramadan about the 
age of 16; in the upper high- 
school classes, teachers report 
cases of fainting and say they 
can get little work done. 

However damaging Ramadan 
may be to schdoling—and to 
duction—it goes on until the 
new moon. If the night should 
be cloudy the end was normal- 
ly held over a day, but Mr. 
Bourgiba had a law passed de- 
claring that the holiday ends 
with the new moon—Nov, 18 
this year—-whether Tunisians 
can see it or not.

VOA OKINAWA TEST HEARD ON EAST COAST... 


This morning's (yawn) 5:50-6:30 AM DX test from the VOA Okinawa did in 

fact make it as far as the east coast, though barely... The very last minute 
change in the schedule for this test may well have caught some members off 
guard, though all members of the Flash Alert Service got word well in advance; 
the Flash Alert Service was set up to take care of just this type of last minute 
emergency information and proved itself very well indeed... Here in the 
Boston area, Big George, Ray Moore, and GPN all got traces of audio between 
0550 and 0605; Ray's tape of of the interval signal just prior to 0600 is the 
most definitive audio from the Boston area as far as we know... The test is 
scheduled somewhat late for ECNA reception; dawn-induced absorption killed 
the signal about 0600 here in Massachusetts on 11/14; by next week we will have 
gained about 12 minutes of darkness for the next and final test so it should 

be somewhat better received... Since the angle of the terminator is close to 
its 23.5 degree extreme at the present time of year, dawn-induced absorption 
will probably make reception impossible on the ECNA south of about New 
Jersey or so; we'll run some drawings about this next week... Big George gave 
Erickson a call during the test and Don reported weak reception on the West 
Coast... It is MOST IMPORTANT that the reception reports for this test be 
sent directly to GEORGE JACOBS per last issue!
